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Kditorial Comment 


PAT’S NEW MATH 


Having had trouble with the New Math, we prob- 
ably shouldn't feel embarrassed at a puzzlement over 
Governor Brown's new fiscal logic as applied to his 
proposal for increased state income taxes. 

The Governor wants to get $143 million more out 
of us, and has asked the legislature to arrange, among 
other things, the elimination of the personal and de- 
pendency exemptions, and the substitution therefor of 
a flat tax credit of $15 for a single person, $30 for a 
married couple, and $7 for each dependent. 

So far so good, at least as far as understanding what 
it is Pat wants done. Now we come to his reasoning in 
defense of such a change; and this is where he loses us. 
The Governor points out that a taxpayer in the lowest 
bracket pays a 1 per cent levy while one in the highest 
bracket pays 7 per cent. This he approves. But he 
doesn’t seem to approve the graduated tax principle 
in relation to deductions. As we get it, he reasons that 
the same deduction for both extremes in the tax 
bracket gives the 7 per cent man seven times the rebate 
per dependent that the 1 per cent man gets, or $42 to 
$6. His proposed flat deduction of $7 per dependent, 
therefore, would give the low income man, for whom 
the gubernatorial heart bleeds fiscally, a whole dollar 
more a year to support each child. 

Maybe it’s a great idea, but the logic escapes: us. 
Anyway, as the San Francisco Chronicle has suggested. 
wouldn't it be better to wipe away the crocodile tears 
and just say frankly we gotta have more dough? And 
for what?

That Virtually Shut Out Braceros 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar. 17— A’ 
University of California study, con-| 
ducted at the request of the State; 
Board of Agriculture, sharply con- 
tradicts statements that farmers 
suffered little or no losses through 
the virtual shut-down of bracero 
labor in 1965, the Council of Cali- 
fornia Growers states. 

Growers of high labor use crops 
suffered a total loss of $139.9 mil- 
lion in net income in 1965, with 
$90 million of this due directly to 
increased production and harvest- 
ing costs, the 175-page study re- 
vealed. :
